A subject discussed every year, but 
which has taken the form of 2 resolu- 
tion this session refers to Orientals 
employed on government subsidised 
ships operating in Pacific waters. Mr. 
Reid (Lib. New Westminster) spon- 
sored the resolution, asking the gov- 
ernment to take som? action on this 
matter. He cited figures lo show that 
government subsidies to steamships, 
to enable them to compete with Ori- 
ental boats, have increased from $227,- 
080 in 1930 to $1,180,800 in 1934, and 
yet figures compiled a few weeks ago 
reveal that these ships are smploying 
2,590 orientals, while 2050 white sea- 
men are unemployed on the Pacific 
coast, 400 of these being young men 
in relief camps. Mr. MacInnis (Lal. 
Vancouver) supported the resolution 
and suggested that if a minimum wage 
were in force for seamen the steam- 
ship companies would soon remedy 
this condition. Other British Colum- 
bia members agreed that soinctning 
should be done about this and Mr.
